Please amend claims 36 and 37 as follows: 

-36. (Currently Amended) A computer program product stored in a computer readable storage 
medium for controlling a multimedia messaging user agent, comprising: 
computer program code enabling the user agent to receive a multimedia message transmission; 
computer program code enabling the user agent to separate a non-streamable media component 
from the multimedia message transmission; 

computer program code enabling the user agent to separate from the multimedia message 
transmission a descriptor representing a stored streamable media component and containing 
information necessary to initiate a streaming session, the information necessary to initiate the 
streaming session comprising a pointer; 

computer program code enabling the user agent to retrieve, using the descriptor, the stored 
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streamable media component described by the descriptor; and 

computer program code enabling the user agent to obtain session description data using the 
pointer; wherein the computer program code enabling the user agent to initiate a streaming 
session being configured to use the session description data to initiate the streaming session. 

37. (Currently Amended) A computer program product stored in a computer readable storage 

medium for controlling a multimedia messaging network entity, comprising: 

computer program code enabling the network entity to receive receiving a multimedia message 

containing a streamable media component; 

computer program code enabling the network entity to replace the streamable media component 
with a descriptor providing information allowing a recipient user agent to initiate a streaming 
session to retrieve the streamable media component, wherein the information allowing the 
multimedia user agent to initiate a streaming session comprises a pointer using which session 
description data necessary to initiate a streaming session can be obtained; and 
computer program code enabling the network entity to send to the recipient user agent a 
notification message that the multimedia message is available to the recipient user agent;
